pe a r or early in 19 64 to consider 
state government reorganization 
recommendations by his so-called 
“ Little Hoover Commission.”

House vote tonight is a proposal 
to establish a cam p for delinquent 
boys on an abandoned radar site 
in eastern Trumbull County to ac­ 
commodate youngsters committed 
from Trumbull, Ash*abula, Lak e, 
Geauga and Portage counties.

Walter R. J udd, the 
196 0 party key no ter, in what na- 
to nal co mmitteeman Geo rge Et 
zell described as mo re than just 
a fav o rite so n candidacy . J udd 
was defeated in last y ear’s elec­ 
tio n. 
The practical effect o f a J udd 
candidacy wo uld be to ro pe o ff 
Minneso ta’s 26 v o tes in the early 
co nv entio n ballo ting and enco ur­ 
age a stalemate fro m which so me 
no minee o ther than Ro ckefeller o r 
Go ldwater might emerge. Friends 
o f Michigan’s Go v . Geo rge Ro m-

While the pro spect o f such ho ld­ 
o uts cuts bo th way s, Ro ckefeller’s 
po tential co nv entio n v o te strength 
in the eight states is regarded as 
greater than Go ldwater’*. 
The thinking is that bo th Ro cke 
feller and Go ldwater are being 
pushed into a po sitio n where they 
will hav e to demo nstrate v o ter ap­ 
peal in the presidential primaries 
if they ex pect to bid stro ngly fo r 
the no minatio n. 
Go ldwater, who say s he isn’t a 
candidate, has laid do wn the rule 
that he wo n’t giv e co nsent to the 
entry o f his name in primaries, 
where that is -equired.

One o f his basic do ctrines—the 
auto no mo us Negro natio n—has no t 
been fully understo o d, he say s. 
He ex plains the two alterna­ 
tiv es: 
"First, let us go back where 
we came fro m (Africa). 
"But if we can’t be sent back 
where we came fro m, why no t do 
this: let the go v ernment set up 
so me territo ry , o r a state, fo r o ur- 
selv es. Help us to pro duce the ne­ 
cessities that we are no t able to 
pro duce fo r o urselv es. Giv e us 20 
o r 25 y ears (to beco me self-suffi­ 
cien t) 
"If we do n’t, it’s no t the mas­ 
ter’s 
(the 
white 
man’s) 
fault, 
then y o u can co me in with y o ur 
guns and kill u* all.” 
This Negro natio n, he say s, is 
the ultimate go al o f the Black 
Muslims. 
He to o k the first step in Detro it 
in 1931. 
One day . he met a man named 
Wallace Fard. 
He say s o f Fard: "I reco gnized 
him to be Go d in perso n, and that 
is what he said he was, but he 
fo rbade me to teil any o ne else. 
"I was a student o f the Bible. 
I reco gnized him to be the perso n 
the Bible predicted wo uld co me 
2000 y ears after J esus’ death. It 
came to me the first time I laid 
ey es o n him. 
"He whispered in my ear, *Yes, 
I am the o ne. Bu t who else kno ws 
it? ’ Then he to ld me to keep 
quiet.” 
Muhammad 
Elijah 
sa y s 
the 
o riginal humans were black. No t- 
ing that there are white, y ello w, 
bro wn, red and black races o n 
earth to day , he say s: "Yo u can 
get red, y ello w, bro wn and white 
fro m black, 
but 
y o u ca n’t get 
black fro m any o f tho se co lo rs. 
Black is the No . 1 co lo r.” 
Therefo re, he say s, Adam and 
Ev e must hav e been black. He 
asks, "Ho w co uld they be the 
father and mo ther o f bo th the 
black and white man? ” 
J o ining the Black Muslims, ho w­ 
ev er, is no t like jo ining a church, 
he say s. 
"This is the ease o f a man who 
already belo ngs to what y o u are 
inv iting 
him 
into 
but 
do esn’t 
kno w it. The teaching is to a c­ 
quaint him with the fact that he 
is a m em ber o f the n atio n he has 
been lo st fro m- He is asked if he 
wo u ld like to take his place again 
with his o wn kind.” 
In 194 2, M u hammad Elijah went 
to jail fo r refu sin g to register fo r 
the draft. He was asked whether, 
to day , the Black Mu slims wo u ld 
fight fo r the Un ited States in case 
o f war. 
"I can o n ly an swer fo r m y self.” 
he said. "I can ’t tell what the 
o ther man wo u ld do . I hav e n o th­ 
in g to fight fo r here." 
What abo u t the actio n s o f the 
federal go v ern men t in the field o f 
civ il rights, the Su p reme Co u rt de­ 
cisio n s, an d the ru lin gs o f m an y 
federal co u rts o n behalf o f the 
Negro es? 
"T hat’s n o t becau se o f the Ne­ 
gro .’’ he say s. "The go v ern men t 
hasn 't fallen in lo v e with the Ne­ 
gr o ” 
Sin ce their directio n is to ward 
sep aratio n o f the race, the Mu s- 
ims sco rn 
Negro o rgan izatio n s 
an d in div idu als who are wo rkin g 
in rhe o p p o site directo n . 
The Mu slms hav e been co n ­ 
demn ed as "black bigo ts” an d re- 
gressio n ists” by o ther Negro es 
Bu t it ap p ears that they are 
rap idly gain in g co n v erts.

He will d eterm ine if British Se 
cu rty was breeched or was neg­ 
ligent as a resu lt of form er W ar 
M inister John Profu m o’s illicit af­ 
fair with Christne Keeler, a 21- 
y ear old red -hared p arty girl who 
at the sam e tim e in 1961, was 
sharing her bed with Sov iet nav al 
attache Cap t. Yev geny (Eu gene) 
Iv anov . 
Iv anov is generally regard ed as 
a Ru ssian intelligence agent.
